The estimate was describ ed as “ex­ 
tremely conserv ativ e” b y J. D. A. 
Morrow, v ice president of the Na­ 
tional Coal Association. 
Exact fig­ 
ures are impossib le to ob tain since 
formal reports are not receiv ed from 
all sections of the country. 
But rail­ 
road administration reports show that 
in some sections whole communities 
are hav ing enforced v acations. 
The wage loss is estimated 
at 
iV re thàn 12,000,000 daily. Loss to 
employers and b usiness men is b e­ 
yond all estimates. Thousands 
of 
those affected "are women who de­ 
pend for employment on mercantile 
estab lishments. 
Railroad union workers constitute 
another class affected b y the strike, 
according to heads of the four b ig 
railroad b rotherhoods. Trainmen b e­ 
gan to feel the strike through cur­ 
tailm ent of train serv ice, a week 
after it b egan, according to Presi­ 
dent W. C. Lee of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen.

Reports 
of the geological surv ey show that 
coal production is nearing fifty per 
cent normal through efforts of non­ 
union workers.
